tion law since 1798. Congress approved it Friday over the veto of Presi- 
dent Truman.

Rebuff for Truman 


It was a sharp rebuff for the

1947.when Congress put the Taft- 
Hartley Law on the statute books 
over his protests. 


Truman said the new immigra- 


tion law is unworthy of the nation's 
idaals. 


Sen. MoCarran '(D-Nev),. a co- 


sponsor of the measure with Rep, 
Walter (R-pa), hailed the veto 
overturn as in the interest of the 
•nation's welfare. 


The Senate, following the lead of 


the.Hc-use the day before, overrode 
the' President's veto by a vote of 
57 to 26. 


By One Vote 


A two-thirds majority was re- 


quired. With 83 senators voting, 
supporters of the legislation topped 
by one .the S* vot«» needed. ' 
'in the House the margin was 


wider. There the veto was over- 
ridden 278 to 113, or 17 more votes 
than the required majority.

new law retains the present sys;

A commission named by the president to study Ameri- 


can and world raw materials problems predicts that by 1975 
we will be importing about one-fifth of all our materials re- 
quirements. 


That is only one striking statement in a long list set forth 


by the commission in a report which includes 70 specific 
recommendations for the nation's industrial future. 
What 


this carefully prepared document tells us is this: 


1. The United States is now a raw-materials-deficit na- 


tion and will become more so as our population rises and in- 
dustry expands. We must import to live. 


2. Shortages of many items already are developing. 


While generally these are not yet grave deficiencies, they 
mean we are having to probe deeper into the rock and use 
more man-hours of labor to get the raw stuff out. Thus mount- 
ing cost is more of a problem now than actual depletion. 


3. If we are not to endanger our security or our living 


standards, we shall have to attend seriously to measures that 
will improve our raw material position both domestically and 
With friendly nations which help supply us. 
• 
• 
• 


"l 
Naturally, a number of things could upset the most ex- 


pertly projected forecast of industrial needs. One—war— 
the commission takes full cognizance of. War, with its colos- 
sal demands for materials, alters the outlook swiftly and 
radically. 


A second hazard is technological change. Who, in 1925, 


could have foreseen the huge growth of the chemical indus- 
try by 1950, with emphasis on oil by-products, synthetic fab- 
rics, and plastics? Who could have guessed about atomic en- 
ergy? Yet these things and many another technical advance 
have vastly re-shaped the U.S. materials situation in this age. 


In this development lies one of our greatest hopes for se- 


curity and wellrbeing. The commission, in its recommenda- 
tions, wisely stresses that we must try to get more out of the 
things we have, and find substitutes at home for some'of the 
things that are running short.

But this cannot be the whole answer, even assuming all 
the.best American demands simply are too great. Since 
World War 1, for instance, the amount of most metals and 
fuels used in this country exceeds the volume used in the en- 
tire world before 1914. 
, 
The commission's report is sober and hard-headed with-1 


out being alarmist. It merits the full, detailed attention of 
congress,. Its specific recommendations should be examined 
both* as to their wisdom and as to the practical possibilities 
of their "adoption. 


Whatever dangers lie ahead for us in the'realm of raw' 


materials, the country cannot henceforth complain that it 
was not warned. We ha^e been told the prospect* The 
question now is what we decide to do about it. We had bet- 
ter not, be idle.

We thought 
that the Truman school was the 
most likely to be available and 
Mrs. Badie was appointed to con- 
tact the board and see if the school 
could be had. The members of the 
school board informed Mrs. Badie 
that the school was in great. dis> 
repair and also that there was a 
chance that it would have to be 
renovated to take care of the over- 
crowding at the Lincoln school 
(xvhich has not been done). 


We then turned our attention to 


the Lutheran church that had been 
purchased by the city. Mrs. Badie 
contacted a member of the city 
council who told her that the idea 
of making the church into a center 
was wonderful but almost impos- 
sible because the law in Illinois 
says that all property purchased 
by the city and that they did not 
intend to use in its present condi- 
tion had to be sold at auction and 
our chance of being able to buy 
the building was almost nil.

*Homemakers 


By JUNE PILGRIM 


The Countrywoman, an international magazine published by the 


Associated Women of the World, has carried some very interesting 
articles on "Wash Day 'Round the World." 


A recent article tells of Holland's washday which is always Mon- 


day. The article was written by D. Elema Bakker. She mentions that 
washing has changed for the better. For one thing clean clothes are 
put on more often than once a week and bed linen changed more often 


once a month. 


Efficiency has entered their wash 


house. Formerly, mother lingered 
a week over washing day and so 
washing was done only once a 
month. Now bed linen is changed 
every fort-night and 
tatole linen 


every week. 


On Friday the wash was soaked: 


boiling was 
done on 
Saturday. 


Then over Sunday the linen was 
resting in clear rain water. On 
jMonday, the maid rose early and 
heated the big boiler 
and 
the 


washing was done in hot soapsuds 
by machine. Afterwards the wash 
was put on the lawn to bleach. 


"Moonlight Bleach" 


Careful housewives brought the 


wash in when evening arrived be- 
cause they feared 
thieves. But 


some let it dry overnight to get a 
"moonlight bleach" which was 
supposed lo~have extra value. 
) On Tuesday, the linen went to 
the bleach again! this time the 
other side up. Wednesday was 
spent in washing the clean, bleach- 
ed things again in the machine. 
This time washing was done in 
"Sunlight Soap." On Thursday, 
the washing came to an ending by 
rinsing, blueing and hanging up. 
Then M o n d a y , and sometimes 
Tuesday and Wednesday, were 
used for ironing and mangling. 
. Of course, these tedious methods 
have come to an end, and there 
are no regrets. Mrs. Bakker goes 
on to say that those beautiful, old 
linens surely did smell clean and 
nice after so much exposure to 
fresh air. 
, 
During World War II soap pow- 


der couldn't be obtained in Holland 
so the women had to use ashes 
from wood and beanstalks. 
Soap 


was boiled from rapeseed oil and 


^calcium and jiatrum. 
This was 


very hard on fabrics and could be 
used only on materials with body. 


Blueing was done away with and 


the women made starch of pota- 
toes. Now, however, the women 
have soap and many new washing 
materials. 


Now, washings are done with 


less outside help, and many house- 
hold send their washings to a 
laundry. Theie are lots of good 


-laundries in Holland^ 
Since so 


^many people share living quar- 


ters, there is no room for washers. 
City people go to Wash-O-Meters. 
More and more of the new washing 
machines are bought and Holland 
women are washing with an eye to 
efficiency now. But sachets of 
dried lavender 
continue to be 


placed in the linen chests. 


Stain Removal 


- This time of year, homemakers 
me "faced with the problems of re- 


ft moving fruit 
and 
berry 
stains 


from'clothes. Treating such stains 
immediately makes them 
much 


easier to remove. 


Soap sets many fruit and berry 


«tains so it is Important to "treat" 
first before subjecting to washing. 
For cotton and linen, stretch the 
stained fabric over a bowl. " Pour 
boiling water from height of 2-3 
feet through the stain. Repeat if 
necessary, then launder. 


\fj 
When a fruit stain occurs on 


rayon, pour lukewarm water from 
a height. Even ^rinsing with clear, 
lukewarm water is quite effective. 


If a stain persists after launder- 


ing, treat with a mild solution of 
chlorine water (3 T. to 1 qt. cold 
water). This should be used only 
on white material. Rinse 
thor- 


oughly with a weak solution of 
vinegar and water. 


If a berry stain occurs on a non- 
^ washable fabric, sponge immedi- 


ately with lukewarm water. It is 
important to dilute the stain as 
quickly as possible. 


Trint From Rag« 


The sturdy, soft cotton fabric of 


many flour and feed bags has been 
used for years by economical rural 
homemakers for making every- 
thing from aprons and children's 
clothing to bedspreads, 
draperies 


I, 
and tea towels. The first step in 


> A making this material usable is to 


remove the black lettering that 
labeled the bag. 


Homemakers sometimes make 


the mistake of using too strong a 
bleach for the purpose or bleach- 
ing too long a time which weakens 
the fabric. 


Textile specialists list 
the fol- 


lowing different 
methods which, 


have been used successfully to re- 
move the black printing: 


1. Scrub bags with 
hot 
water 


and laundiy soap. This often re- 
moves nearly all the ink. The lest 
usually disappears if bags 
are 


boiled in soapy water for half an 
hour and rinsed. A mild chlorine 
bleach may be necessary to take 
out the last traces. If water is 
very hard, the "built" .synthetic 
detergents sold for general laun- 
dry use may be used. 


2. Wet a bar of laundry soap and 


rub on the bag until it is entirely 
covered with a thick layer of soap. 
Roll up the bag and let stand sev- 
eral hours: Then wash and boil, 
if necessary. 


3. Soak the 
bag 
in 
kerosene 


overnight. Then wash—first 
in 


lukewarm water, then in soapy 
water and nns,e thoroughly. 


4. Cover the black print with 


lard or soft petroleum jelly, rub- 
bing the grease into the fabric 
thoroughly. Leave 
overnight to 


loosen the black, then wash 
in 


soapy lukewarm water and rinse. 


5. Boil bags in water with sodium 


hydrosulphite or other dye remov- 
es which may be purchased at 
drug stores. Follow directions on 
the.package and rinse thoroughly.

a dog of carsickness with a little 
patience and In no time at all 
he'll be enjoying every iriinute 
of the trip. The degree, of sick- 
ness In dogs varies greatly, but 
I'll outline, some things to try 
and you can go to whatever ex- 
tremcs are necessary in your 
dog's care. 
First, remember that carsick- 


ness in dogs is usually caused by 
nervousness. The dog is afraid of 
the noises, vibrations, and mo- 
tions, and just sits tenSely while 
the saliva flows and a feeling of 
nausea grows. Some dogs become 
severely sick while others, only 
mildly so. If the dog can be ac- 
customed to the experience the 
carsickncss will soon subside. 


If the, dog Is afraid to enter the 


car, this fear must be overcome 
by spending some time In the 
yard with the car doors open. Sit 
in the car and read. Pay no at- 
tention to the dog and he will 
eventually venture Into the car 
to be with you. 
After he has been in and out a 


few times, close the doors with the 
dog inside and start the engine. 
Run it a minute, turn it off ana 
get out, leaving the door open for 
the dog. 


If or when the dog is not afraid 


to enter the car, take short rides. 
Take the dog with you whenever 
you go on short errands. He will 
soon learn that there is no danger 
and that he always winds up back 
home. It won't be long before you 
can take longer trips successfully. 


If you must take a long trip 


before the dog is "cured." do not 
feed it before the trip. This will 
i educe the nuisance if he becomes 
sick. To further reduce the trou- 
ble, you can, if the dog isn't too 
big. fix a box with bedding for him 
to ride in. He will feel more se- 
cure in the box and both dog and 
car can be kept cleaner. 


Believe me when I say that I 


have never had a dog that did 
not get over carsickness with a lit- 
tle experience. Meanwhile, when- 
ever you must travel before a dog 
has become Adjusted, remember 
that fasting beforehand and clean 
cloths or newspapers or a box for 
him to ride in are a help. 


As a last resort, have your vet 


prescribe some "pheno-barb" or 
some dramamine, but start right 
now adjusting your dog to the car.
